STORY OF WASTING 
LAN US. 


The economic conditions and tendencies 
ebtaining at the time of the launching of 
the Irish industrial revival crusade, over 
twenty years ago, were reviewed in the 
course of an address broadcast last night 
from 2RN by Mr. J. L. Fawsitt. 

The figures quoted below apply to all 
jreland, and the survey presents a picture 
of national decay which, according to the 
jecturer, cannot fail to justify the found- 
ing of the Irish industrial movement.

CHANGED aCONDITION OF 
AGRICULTURAL INDUSTRY. 


I, was worth remembering, Mr. Fawsitt 
said, that at different periods in their history 
somewhat identical movements to the present 
Irish industrial revival movement, with more 
or less similar objectives, were active in this 
country. The idea of the present movement 
originated in Cork City in 1903, and was 
publicly launched as the Cork Industrial 
Development Association at a public meeting 
held in the Chamber of Commerce of that city 
in the same year. From Cork the movement 
spread throughout the country and associa- 

tions were established in all cities, including 
Dublin and Belfast. 


PICTURE OF NATIONAL DECAY. 
Mr. Fawsitt went on to quote figures which 
represented, he said, a picture of national 
decay that could not fail to justify the found- 
ing of the movement. The population of Ire- 
land in 1841, he proceeded, stood at 8,175,124 
persons. In 1901 the figure was 4,456,546. In 
the sixty years reviewed they lost in popula- 
tion virtually as many people as reside in the 
whole of the Free State at the present 
moment. In 1841 there were 1,472,787 families 
in Ireland. The number of families of diffe- 
rent classes had fallen to 562,179 in 1901. 
The lecturer went on to deal with housing 
and gave figures showing that in the same 
period, 1841-1901, there was a decline of 
470.577 in inhabited houses; an increase of 
20,274 in uninhabited houses; a decline of 
777 in houses building. 


CONDITION OF EMPLOYMENT. 

The condition of employment was next 
alluded to. Agriculture then, as now, was the 
main support of the people, with the differ- 
ence, Mr. Fawsitt said, that as a-nation we 
were far more dependent upon the land and 
its produce than we were to-day. The census 
of 1841 classified the occupations of the people

NEGLECT OF INDUSTRIES. 

In conclusion, Mr. Fawsitt dealt with poor 
relief and manufactures. The cost of poor 
relief in Treland increased from £110,000 in 
1841 to £856,000 in 1890. In the period under 
review, it was pointed out, with the possible 
exception of the textile industries, linen and 
woollen weaving, virtually all the industries 
catering for the home market suffered from 
common neglect at the time.

END: OF THE MONITORIAL. 
a ae he SYSTEM. 

Details of the scheme are given in the 
following statement which was issued yester- 
day by the Minister for Education :— 

““ As announced by the President, on behalf 
of the Minister for Education, on the 11th 
of June last, it is proposed, in addition 
to the ‘revision of the present pupil hencher 
scheme, “which will . include vision for 
pupil teachers at suitable secondary: boarding 
schools as well as at day secondary schools, 
to abolish the monitorial system and to set 
up seven preparatory colleges, to which boys 
and girls approximately between the ages of 
13 and 15 will be admitted for a four years’ 
course, leading up to entrance to a aaa 
college for: primary teachers. It is intende 
that at least. five of these colleges shall be in 
the Gaoltacht. The remaining two, of which 
one will be for Catholic and one for Pro- 
testant students; will probably be in Dublin. 

The existing method of recruiting candi- 
dates for admission to teachers’ training 
colleges, mainly from boys and girls who 
have. given service in primary schools, has 
been -abandoned in most. countries on the 
_ground that it does not provide. the’ candi- 
date teachers with such a course, either of 
general education or of professional training, 
as would enable them to profit by the course 
in-a training college.. The aim of the moni- 
torial’ system was to. combine provision for 
initiation in teaching .and for testing fitness 
for the profession. It,is felt that the system 
hae failed. For instance, of the monitors who | 
completed their period of. service.in 1924 only 
13.6 per cent. gained places in a training 
college at the Paster examination of that 
year..

COMPENSATION FOR A 
WORKER FOR . DISTURBANCE. 


Mr. Arthur Meredith, K.C., the arbitrator 
appointed by the Chief Justice under 
Schedule 3 of the Railways Act, 1924 : to 
determine differences between. the Great 
Southern Railways Company . and’ employés 
suffering from dismissal or: worsened positaon 
as a result of the railway amalgamation, has 
given judgment in an important test case. 

William Boland, a charge-hand in the, body- 

aking works of the .Dublin and: Seuth- 
Bastetn’ Railway Company at Grand Canal 
street, having on January Ist, 1925, been 
transferred automatically under the Railways 
Act, 1924, to the service of the Amalgamated 
Company, was removed by the company on 
February 16th, 1925, to Inchicore, where he 
became an ordinary hand. The company 
refused to pay him any compensation. He 
accordingly applied to the arbitrator under 
the: provisions of the Act to determine 
whether compensation’ was payable, * and 
claimed an wer to compensate him for the 
loss’ suffered by the reduction of his rate of 
pay in his new employmént and the reduction 
in hís hours of work, together with a lum 
guím for haviig been placed in a worse posi- 
tion as to prospects and conditions:of service: 

The Act provides for payment of a lump 
sum to a man placed in a worse position by 
reason of transfer to the Amalgamated Com-

The company admitted: liability in “respect 
of reduction of rate of pay by 3s. a week, but 
not in respect of reduction of hours, and 
called evidence to prove that the reduction in 
hours was the consequence of falling-off in 
traffic receipts, due in part to the seduced . 
rates fixed by the Railway Tribunal, and. in 
part to a period of depression; the company 
contended -that any compensation ‘payable 
must be a lump.sum, and that the Act could 
not have intended an annuity to be paid in 
any case where a man remains in the com- 
pany’s service. 

The arbitrator held that the. applicant was 
in a worse position as to prospects and con- 
ditions of service by reason of amalgamation, 
and was entitled to reasonable compensation 
under this head; that the entire claim must 
fall under the lump sum clause for compensa- 
tion in respect of worsened position; that the 
clause providing an annuity did not apply; 


4 that the loss due to reduction of hours was 


not due to the applicant’s transfer to the 
amalgamated company ; and that the applicant: 
was entitled to a lump sum of £200 in respect’ 
of the change in his position and the reduction 
in his rate of wages. 

The arbitrator further held that he had

First Things First. 
At the quarterly meeting of the Meath 
County Council the Chairman (Mr. John 
Quinn) made a very strong and, at the 
same time, very valuable criticism of the 
Free State Government’s financial policy. 
Taking Meath as a typical county, he 
painted a gloomy picture of the condition 
to which the people have been reduced .s 
a result o° excessive rates and taxes. . No | 
less than £73,694, he said, were being 
voted by the Meath County Council this 
year for the upkeep of the roads; yet the 
heavy motor traffic was doing so much 
damage to the main highways that, with- 
out, Government. assistance, the time wás |. 
at hand when the County ‘Council would 
be forced to leave the roads to take care 
of themselves. The Wicklow County} 
Council already has informed thé Govérn-" 
ment of its inability to “carry on” so 
far as the roads are concerned. Mr. Quinn 
declared that the country’s liquid capital 
was disappearing. The Free State producers 
are finding that they no longer are able 
to compete against their. subsidised rivals 
in the British market; nevertheless, as 
Mr. Quinn points out, the Government’s 
spending departments “go merrily on” 


prosperous countries in Europe. The 
general condition of affairs throughout the 
country is, undoubtedly, very serious. 
Ministers in Merrion street seem to have 
lost touch with affairs in the rural areas 
where the symptoms of economic ills are 
particularly noticeable; but they will be 
wise to take. Mr. Quinn’s advice. The 
County Councils have their fingers on the 
pulse of the natio:, and their diagnosis 
of its ailments is unanimous. : 

Rates and taxes are the twin assailarits 
of the Free State’s security. Relief must 
be granted in respect of roads, and the 
only rational solution is a reconstruction 
loan, to: be devoted to road-building in 
every part of the Free State. The national 
indebtedness is trifling, and it is obviously 
unfair that the present generation should 
be expected to bear the burden of a 
thorough overhauling of the roads, in view 
of the fact that much of the initial damage 
was done during a period of revolution 
and civil war. The expenditure of a sub- 
stantial sum on the roads would do a great 
deal to absorb the unemployed who at 
the present time are existing on the 
iniquitous ‘‘dole.’”’ Ii would encourage 
tourist. traffic; it would cLeapen the 
farmer's cost of production, inasmuch as 
it would facilitate efficient transport ; and 
it would give a general fillip to trade. 
At present the rural ratepayer is being 
compelled to shoulder such a heavy burden 
that local administration is being starved. 
Much-needed reforms are neglected simply 
for lack of funds, although rates ‘never 
were higher. Hundreds of thousands of 
pounds are being thrown away in a futtle 
attempt to patch up these roads which 
already are far beyond repair, with. the. 
result that the ratepayer, who also is 
taxed to excess, is becoming impoverished 


,

Greater Bombay. 


Bombay, with a population of one and 
a quarter million souls, is the second 
In 
order to relieve the housing congestion 
an elaborate scheme for reclamation of 
sloblands was undertaken during Lord 
Lloyd’s Governorship. The city is: built 
on a peninsula of land which is cloven 
by Back Bay, an arm of sea that washes 
over a marshy tract of land below the city. 
Under the reclamation scheme.a sea wall 
some five miles long was built along the 
margin of the marshes, and the filling in 
of the protected land—covering. an area 
of 1,200 acres—was begun. It was cal- 
culated by Sir George Buchanan, the 
engineer of the scheme, that the under- 
taking would cost £2,625,000. The work 
was done with a dredger, t ‘ the first 
season yielded poor results. A second 
season 's work was even less satisfactory, 
and the dredger has filled.only one-quarter 
of the space for which provision was made. 
in the original: estimate... the same 
rate of progress the scheme would involve 
an expenditure of over £8,000,000 for its 
completion. The Governor of Bombay 
laid before the Legislature on Monday the 
present position of the enterprise, and 
ahnounced that expert advice had recom- 
mended that, whether the scheme was com- 
pleted or not, the blocks at the extremities 
of the wall should be consolidated. The 
Government accordingly proposes to com- 
plete the section a: the @xtreme sea end, 
and to adapt the reclaimed piece of land 
to military uses. As to the section 'at the 
inland end of the sea wall, filling by 
means of the dredger will be abandoned, 
and tenders’ w be invited for dry- 
filling—the process by which the slob- 
lands of Clontarf were reclaimed. At the 
ventral point in the sea wall a gap has 
been left, and tidal deposits may go far 
towards the consolidation of the large 
portion of the marshes which, owing -to

THE REV, SAMUEL CARLYLE 
HUGHES. 


The Rev. Samuel Carlyle Hughes, M-A., 
LL.D., B.D., died.on Monday last at his resi- 
dence, Ballycastle, County Antrim. » Mr. 
Hughes was educated at the Royal School, 
rmagh, and at Dublin University. Ordained 
in 0, he was appointed to the curacy. of 
HolmPatrick. Thence he was transferred to 
St. Werburgh’s Parish, Dublin, of which he 


' wre ' became Incumbent in 1887 and Rural Dean in 
the State, '“the English Íanguage shall be | 1894. 


In 1899 Mr. Hughes was appointed 
Chaplain to the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
an office which he held until 1906.. He was 
Southwell lecturer from 1877 to 1908, and 
Stearne lecturer from 1885 to 1908. Mr. 
Hughes was the author of “ The Church. of 
St. Werburgh, Dublin ”’; ‘‘ The Church of St. 
John the Evangelist, Dublin,” and “ The 
Pre-Victorian Drama in Dublin,” a work of 
«xceptional merit, which was published in 
i904. In 1906 he resigned the incumbency of 
St. Werburgh’s Church, and since then he 
had resided at Ballycastle.

In Conservative circles generally t}, 
will be a feeling of relief that the eae 
ment has definitely decided to reconsider 
the £200,000 grant for the Civil Service 
sports ground. This announcement, when 
made by Sir L. Worthington Evans at tha 
meeting of the Central Council of the 
National Union of Conservative an 
Unionist Associations this afternoon, was 
cheered most enthusiastically, and a 
motion on the paper having reference to 
the grant was withdrawn at once. Si, 
William Joynson-Hicks, the Home Secro. 
tary, and Mr. Amery, the Dominion, 
Secretary, both were present this after. 
noon when the statement was made, and 
joined in the applause. 


Money for Northern Ireland. 


A White Paper issued to-day dealins 
with supplementary estimates gives the 
details of the estimate for £1,200,000 for 
the Northern Ireland grant-in-aid. The 
sum is to be paid to the Exchequer of 
Northern Ireland as a final contribution 
towards the expenses of the Northern Ire. 
land Constabulary arising out of the ex. 
ceptional circumstances which existed 
before the Irish agreement. It is stated 
that the expenditure out of this grant-in. 
aid will not be audited in detail by the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General, nor will 
any balance of the sums issued remainino 
unexpended at the close, of the financiaj 
year be liable to surrender. Ten nis 
is the amount required to defray the 
extra expenses incurred by pensions an} 
allowances to the R.I.C. This is ona 
revised estimate, the original having heen 
exceeded by the sum mentioned. It seems 
that further provision is required for 
pensions on account of the re-employment 
of pensioners being less than was expected, 
The receipts from the Irish Free State on 
account of that Sé 
pensions, etc., wil more than was anti 
cipated owing to a revision of the arrange- 
ments for recovering the amounts due from 
that Government. 


The House of Lords. 


The Prime Minister yesterday stata) 
that the question of the reform of the 
House of Lords would be considered by 
the Government during the life of the 
present Parliament, but this statement 
does not satisfy a number of members, 
who are of opinion that there is a danger 
in delaying a most necessary measure. 
While the Parliament Act dominates the 
situation the ition is unsatisfactory, 
and it would serious if the Socialist 
Party should succeed im securing a 
majority in the House of Commons. The 
Cave Committee, which has been consider- 
ing the matter, has nearly completed its 
task, and, while considerable seerecy has 
concealed the deliberations of the Com. 
mittee, it is fairly well known that it is 
agreed that the definition of the Money 
Bill must no longer remain, in effect, with 
the Speaker, and that the House of Lords 
must have a voice in the decision. Another 
agreement is that there are too many 
members in the Upper House. 


Relief for Ratepayers. 


A few weeks ago I mentioned that the 
Government was contemplating methods 
whereby relief might be afforded to the 
ratepayers of the country. The Minister of 
Health has now made a proposal to the 
County Councils’ Association and he 
Municipal Corporations’ Association thai 
a Committee shall be appointed to make a 
study of the methods now in use by loca! 
authorities. It is thought that such a 
body may abie to recommend useful 
suggestions 0 variety of matters which 
would enable 1 government to le 
brought into close®touch with modern 
business methods. omy in working 
would be one of in point r 
consideration.

The British Industries Fair in London 
and Birmingham has been a very great 
success ; for orders have been pouring In, 
particularly from the Overseas Dominions.

. A WORD -BAD- PLAYS.» | 

He was tol od many. bad 
plays.--Some of them were produced to give 
authors experience, and some because they 
were popular.: Until-a- year-ago, theAbbey 
Theatre was practically bankrupt, ‘because it 
had beet ;customary for them, Cromwéllians, 
to go around to their friends and raise money 
for the theatre ; but the time came when they 
could do so. no longer. They could not any 
longer go té*Londoti,' where they ‘got’ £2;000 
the last time, to save the dramatic movement 
in Ireland. “They were now an independent 
nation; and could not do so. Since they. got 
better off; they were gradually weeding out 
and introducing a” fittlé “from places outside. 
The production, of foreign masterpieces would 
run them into bankruptcy. They could not 
create a National Theatre without creating 
a national public, and that could not be done 
entirely by the theatre, but by the schools, 
the newspapers, and by all the teachers of 
the people.” The theatfe could only go a little 
ahead of the people, and it could continue to 
do that if the directot's and the shareholders 
agreed not to take a perny in profits. 


THOUGHT AND LITERATURE. 

The productions in the ‘main theatre of the 
country must be in the language in which 
people thought; they could get.no fine litera- 
turé except in the language in which they 
thought; ‘and when they thought in Gaelic 
then they’would get a theatre in Gaelic. His 
chief complaint against the lecturer was that 
he talked in the abstract. He knew some- 
thing of the dramatic history of the world, 
and knew of no theatre that expressed the 
whole “life of the le The intellectual:

cliques—people who understood each other, 
and were ready to spend their lives in the 
work. That was the only way work could 
be done. “No play had been*rejected by the 
Abbey Theatre for the last twenty years that 
had succeeded elsewhere, which showed that 
they had not reiected much fine work.

if they were interested in the slums, they 
would have to pfoduce the slum play. 

THE SLUM PLAY. 

The peasant play had come to an end, he 
thought ; they would get a few more; but it 
was unlikely that they would get anything 
masterly.

If some of them did not turn genius 
and: give them other plays, then they would

WORKS OF GERMAN 
COMPOSERS. 


“ORGAN RECITAL. AT. ‘ST. 
PATRICK’S .CATHEDRAL. 

Although, by limiting the programme for 
his. organ. recital at St. Patrick’s Cathedral, 
Dublin, yesterday to German. composers, 
Dr. George’ H: P. Hewson exchoded the whole 
bulk of the works of Guilmant and Widor, 
for example, on the French ‘side, and (to name 
two again) Best and Harwood of the English 
school, the listener had no sense of limitation. 
In organ music, after all, the Germans 


Bach and Handel, Reubke, and Karg-Elert 
offer a succession from foundation to coping- 
stone of the main structure of organ music 
as it is accepted. Composers of other 
nationalities have but added wings conform- 
able with the central structure. Beyond those 
four the recitalist need not "have gone, but 
following the custom of concession by organ- 
ists ‘to. people who like to hear how the 
instrument will serve for the performance: of 
other than pure organ-music, he included in 
the. programme -a transcription oí the -Anale 
of Schumann’s great pianoforte work, the 
** Etudes Symphoniques.”’ 

THE REUBKE SONATA. 

The recital yesterday was noteworthy above 
all for the inclusion of that wonderwork of 
organ music, the Sonata by Julius Reubke, 
based on the 94th Psalm. . The Sonata is a 
work that. could have stood as the masterpiece 
of the composer greatest in: stature in the 
organ-world. Wonder at its scope, its power, 
and its artistic unity increases while the 
listener reflects on the fact of which: Dr. 
Hewson’s programme-note reminds him, that 
Reubke was “under. twenty-four: when the 
Sonata was written; for ‘at that age he died. 

The music of the Reubke Sonata is so eon- 
vincing in its essence that one has héard it 
ring true on quite a small organ; but it gains 
immensely, of course, when played on such 
an instrument as. the fine Willis organ ip 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral, which is sfill as good 
a recital organ as one reasonably could wish 
to hear. Dr. Hewson’ handled music and 
instrument with splendidly massive effect. 
That performance “alone rewarded the many 
who attended the recital; and those who 
intend to be present at the repetition of the 
programme to-morrow night should note that 
the Reubke Sonata is first in the list, and 
take. care to be. seated in, time for it. 

Following in the. programme are 
Organ Concerto in: F° (known as: the 
“ Cuckoo Concerto’’) ef Handel; three 
Choral Preludes -. b Karg-Elert; of 
Bach, Prelude and Fugue in G major 
and a charming little piece simply called a 
Trio in G; and, last, the Schumann excerpt. 
In his performance of these works yesterday 
Dr. Hewson fully upheld the great traditions 
attached to the occupant of Sir Robert 
Stewart’s bench and the reputation he has 
won for himself. 

Offerings collected at these recitals are to 
be added to the Cathedral Choir Superan- 
nuation Fund. The recital to-morrow night 
will begin at 8 o’clock.

SERIOUS PLIGHT OF FARMING. 


A deputation from branches of the Self-

penses to officials; (3) gangers to be dis- 
pensed with, and their services utilised on 
the roads and in the quarries; (4) an inquiry 
into the working of the county institutions; 
(Bb) expenditure on the rebuilding of Wexford 
lourthouse to be limited to the extent of the 
compensation award (£5,000); (6) -sheep- 
dipping to be carried out as heretofore, under 
the supervision of the Civic Guards; (7) all 
by-roads to be open to. contract; (8) main 
and trunk roads to be done by piece-work ; 
{9) haulage of metal not to exceed a cost of 

s. per mile per cubic yard; (10) all quarry- 
work to be doné by piece-work, metalling re- 
quired by contractors for by-roads not to 
cost more than 5s. 6d. per cubic yard; (11) 
no work to be done done on sudden damage 
orders, except an immediate danger to the 
public, and (12) representations to be made 
to ‘the Government to increase by 100 per 
cent.. the tax on all mechanically-p ed 
vehicles over 30 cwts.:in weight. 

Mr. ‘Michael Ryan, Vice-President of the 
League, stated that they came before the 
Council to demand a considerable reduction 
in“this year’s rate. — Their contention was 
that-it should be struck in accordance with 
the value of agricultural uce. A rate 
should be struck gt wul ry within the 
paying capacity of the people, and there 
was no tse in’ the Council thinking that a 
higher rate could be collected. 

r. J. G. MeDonald stated that the 
Council was well aware that the farmers 
could not even pay the present rate, n uch 
less a higher one. He knew farmers in. his 
own district who were absolutely penniless 
and hungry, because their goods and chattels 
were seized.
